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LINDBERGHS RETURN TO HOMELAND 
Schooner Burns At Sea; 17 Are Rescued And 9 Lost 
FAMOUS FLYING 
COUPLE ARRIVES 
AT MIAMI, FLA. 


Lindy and Wife Welcomed by Huge Crowd as 


They Land After 900-Mile Hop From San 
Pedro, Completing Last Link of Aerial 
Odyssey That Began in July. 


MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 
16— 


(AP)—Col. and Mrs. Charles 
A. Lindbergh alighted here 
at 1:06 p. m.. E. S. T., (12:06 
p. m., Lin- i time) today 
to complete . .2 last link in a 
aerial Odyssey that began 
more than five months ago. 


Colonel Lindbergh set his large 
red hydro-monoplane down on tiie 
•waters of the international airplane 
base after flying the 900 miles from 
San Pedro, Dominican republic, in 
6 hours and 33 minutes. 


A cheer rolled up from the watch- 


ers as the big plane was sighted in 
the southern sky. Over familiar 
waters, Lndbergh circled the base 
for a favoring wind and then 
brought the shp down smoothly. 


A huge crowd lined the water- 


front, with the spectators good na- 
turedly pushing and shoving others 
and a police cordon for advan- 
tageous positions to watch the 
Lindberghs as they went through 
the formalities of customs and im- 
migration on a barge housing these 
offices. 


Visit European Countries. 


With the landing, the 
flying 


Lindberghs returned to their home- 
land after a semi-vacation absence 
that began as an exploratory expe- 
dition of the north Atlantic is- 
lands in July. Later, completing 
their mission of surveying for a 
possible 
north 
Atlantic 
airline 


route, the 
couple visited many 


European countries. 
Appearing from out of the almost 
cloudless sky, the Lindbergh plane 
was flying at approximately 2,000 
feet when first sighted. The flying 
colonel brought the craft down to 
a few hundred feet above the water 
in a long sweeping glide before 
making his first circle. 
In a message sent from the plane 
this morning—transmitted by Mrs. 
Lindbergh, who has maintained the 
world's contact with the red ship 
during its nights—the colonel re- 
quested that there be no official 
•welcome or ceremony and accord- 
ingly there was none. 


Another Plane Appears. 


A squad of motorcycle police sur- 
rounded an automobile, parked at 
the end of the gangplank leading 
off the landing barge, waiting to 
take the fliers to an unannounced 
destination. 
As the Lindbergh plane roared in 
for the landing another plane car- 
rying photographers followed close 
on the big red monoplane's tail. 
Seeing the pursuing ship, the col- 
onel whipped his craft up and 
thundered back to the east and 
over the ocean. 
Another seaplane then took the

FRANCE TAKES A 
STAUNCH STAND 
AGAINST HITLER 


Franco-Little Entente in 


United Front Against 


Arms Demands. 


PARIS, Dec. 16—WP}—A Franco- 


German deadlock on arms and a 
firm stand against Premier Musso- 
lini's attempt to revamp the League 
of Nations, likely will be proclaimed 
by the French cabinet tonight. 
The session was arranged after 


conferences between Dr. Eduard 
Benes, Czechoslovakian foreign sec- 
retary, with Foreign Minister Joseph 
Paul-Boncour 
and 
other leaders 
here 


Cognizance also was taken in 
planning the meeting of a commun- 
ication received from Warsaw today 
which made it clear that France 
and her allies are united in policy. 


United Front Against Hitler. 


Meanwhile,'President Lebrun has 
planned to put his final seal of ap- 
proval upon the Franco-Little en- 
tente united front against Chancel- 
lor Adolf Hitler's arms demands, 
Premier Benito Mussolini's proposals 
for League of Nations reforms and 
efforts to separate 
disarmament 
talks from the league's scope of 
activity. 


The stand of France and four of 
her allies was decided upon yester- 
day in conversations between French 
Foreign Minister Joseph Paul-Bon- 
cour and the Czechoslovakian for- 
eign secretary, Dr. Eduard Benes. 
Joining in the united front, were 
in addition to Czechoslovakia, the 
two other little entente nations— 
Jugoslavia and" Rumania—and Pol- 
and. 


France To Strengthen Ties. 


All agreed that it would be impos- 
sible to consider Germany's rearm- 
ament demands in direct diplomatic 
exchanges at Berlin, holding that a 
general 
disarmament 
program 
should be formulated at Geneva and 
presented to Hitler. 


In line with the French policy of 
attempting further to consolidate 
the common position of the allies, it 
was announced Paul-Boncour would 
go to Warsaw shortly to strengthen 
Franco-Polish ties. 
Germany's recent withdrawal from 


the1 league and from the world dis- 
armament conference sponsored by 
the league, Dr. Benes said, was "but 
another maneuver to withdraw the 
disarmament problem from Geneva 
and seek revision of the Versailles 
treaty outside the league."

tural college. 
Interest in the corn loan and the 
hundreds of questions which fann- 
ers ask indicate that they will be 
ready to consider tue reduction 
contract as soon as it can be of- 
fered to them. In Saunders and 
Butler 
counties, where Herman 
Hanke and Henry Bock live, farm- 
ers are taking out corn loans as 
rapidly as inspectors can seal the 
cribs. Up in northeastern Nebraska 
where John Robertson comes from, 
farmers are not taking so manv 
loans but asking many questions 
about the corn-hog reduction plan. 


Relationship Puzzling Some.

Chambers, who was 68 years old,

three months, and three days ago 
underwent an operation. His con- 
dition failed to improve and early 
today he died. 


The author of many thrilling and 
historical fiction works will be bur- 
ied in Broadaldm, N. Y., where he 
had a large estate. 
Walter B. Chambers, his brother, 
said the body would be taken to 
Broadaldin either today or tomor- 
row for the funeral, to be held 
Monday at the estate. 


Chambers is survived by his wid- 
ow, his brother, and one son, Rob- 
ert Edward Stuart Chambers. 


Born in Brooklyn. 


Chambers was born in Brooklyn, 


N. Y., and started to be a painter, 
studying at the Julien academy and 
ITScole des Beaux Arts in Pans. 
After returning to the United 
States he did illustrations for per- 
iodicals, including "Life," "Vogue" 
and "Truth." 
But painting was not to be his 
means of expression, and his fertile 
imagination demanded the printed 
page as a means of outlet. So in 
1893 he published "In the Quart- 
er," the first of a long and popular 
series of novels and works of fic- 
tion that brought him wide fame.

Negotiations to let building and 


loan associations accept Nebraska 
home loan bondil at par were be- 
ing carried on at the capitol Sat- 
urday by Charles Smrha, chief of 
the home owners loan corpora- 
tions. 
If the associations were allowed 


by the state banking department 
to list the bonds at par instead 
of at the market price, he said, 
or to list them at the amount of 
the mortgage which they replaced, 
there would be much less hesi- 
tancy than at present in accepting 
them.

an impressive program. Shubcrt 
celebrated the fiftieth anniversary 
of 1U founding Friday night. Dur- 
ing the ceremonies at the Christian 
church in commemorating the oc- 
casion, histories of the town, school, 
church and other organizations 
were related. 


Shubert was founded on land 


originally given to the DeRoin In- 
dians by the government. The In- 
dians in turn sold the land to 
speculators at prices ranging from 
25 to 50 cents an acr«. 


The site was purchased in 1869 


from Edwin S. Towle by Henry W. 
Shubert, from whom trie town de- 
rived Its name. The first business 
house was a hardware store owned 
by the Mahon brothers. The village 
itself was incorporated Dec. 8. 1883. 
and a plat of the town was filed 
for record 10 days later. 


The early days of Shubert were 


turbulent ones, it wa» rfMilled by 
Alfred Ruch. an "urlv settler. There 
wore quarrels over the site for the 
postoffk? and n hontecl fight over 
licensing of the first saloon. Gam- 
bling, lotteries, raffles nnd card 
Shanes mad" their appcanince dur- 
ing those times. 


But there also was the brighter 


side of Shubcrt's growth. Years be- 
fore the Incorporation of the town, 
the Shubert Christian chureh was 
organized It went out of existence, 
but a :x-rmanent Christian church 
was formed In 1885. The town had 
the benefit of schools 49 years ago. 
As necessity demanded, the build- 
ing was enlarged until in 1925 the 
present 
modern 
structure was 


opened to the public.

THE SIDE OF THE 


POLICEMAN. 


Chicago, Wednesday night, a police sergeant fell 
victim to the smoking gun of a gangster. It is 


not a new story. Since last January, eleven members 
of Chicago's police force have been killed by the 
gangster element of the lake city. 


Perhaps the mortality toll is not greater than was 


to be expected in a great city which for years seemed 
to be helpless to break the regime of a cunning, 
ruthless, and efficiently organized underworld. There 
always was an element In Chicago which resented 
the free and easy, wide-open policy of municipal 
administrations, which, catering to a less thoughtful 
mass managed to entrench themselves in power. The 
decent element in Chicago found it impossible to 
rally the citizenship to a realization of the conse- 
quences of gang rule and was unable to develop a 
leadership for effective law enforcement. 


The Chicago police force has paid dearly in re- 


cent months. It may be said that a policeman is 
there to be shot at, whenever his duty brings him 
at close grips with a dangerous outlaw, but the fact 
Is that not only in Chicago but all over the country, 
the killing of an officer is received far too casually. 
We may overlook the fact that a policeman has a 
family, a wife, and perhaps children, dependent upon 


him. His work Is of a constant and hazardous type. 
It is as much of a tragedy when an officer's family 
is deprived of the companionship of a husband and 
father as it is in any case. But the killing of police- 
men has another significance. It is the flouting of 


law. The officer is the servant of government, and 
every time one gives up his life, it means there is a 
direct blow struck at law and government. 


But on all minor occasions, and too frequently in 


the major problems of law enforcement, the public 
Is indifferent, if not actually unsympathetic and 
antagonistic. 


It likes to believe in the case of Chicago there is 


a liaison between policemen and criminal elements. 
Probably there are members of the Chicago police 
force who are a disgrace to their uniforms, and a 
menace to efficient law enforcement, but there also 
are hundreds of conscientious, brave, and determined 
officers. Every day they take their lives In their 
hands to fight crime. Every day they flirt with dan- 
ger, in order to make both property and human life 
safe. Every day they are vigilant In their efforts to 
uproot and wipe out the organizations which prey 
upon society. They get few thanks for it; in fact, 
their portion more generally is one of criticism and 
abuse, and when the thing happens which took place 
the other night, It is brushed aside with scarcely a 
passing thought. It Is only a matter of another cop- 
per being plugged. 


In this particular instance, he was an unusually 


efficient, and courageous officer. Something of his 
quality is revealed by the fact that in addressing the 
man who shot him down in cold blood without a 
warning or a chance, he told the killer he was an 
officer. The murderer's answer was a leaden bullet 
from a revolver. 


The policemen of American cities are waging an 


extremely difficult campaign against crime. All ot 
the odds are against them. They have to battle a foe 
which works without any regulations and without any 
conscience. The officer must' be lawful in attempting 
to deal with men who are lawless. The police forces 
of the great American cities are deserving of a great 
deal of sympathy. The murder of tleren officers in 
one community in the short space of eleven months 
should be sufficient evidence of the type of fight 
which the police must make In the line of duty. 


CONGRESSMAN BURKE. 


iBFORE his departure for Washington, the home 


folks gave Congressman Ed Burke of the second 


Nebraska district a dinner. His friends turned out 
in such numbers as to fill a large ball room, and 
Mr. Burke would not be human if he had not been 
gratified deeply by the nice things said of him. 


The episode is so unusual as to merit attention 


The most unfruitful field of all in a sense of appre- 
ciation for hard work is public service. The man or 
woman who selects politics voluntarily sentences him- 
self or herself to criticism, much of it unfounded and 
undeserved. When a community or a district or * 
state is so much impressed with a man's efforts that 
It goes to the trouble to voice appreciation publicly 
there is the assurance it is doubly warranted.

Throughout all of the period 
since adjournment last June, he has remained in the 
harness looking after the

TJAC different forms of government are not the 


only ways in which the counties vary, however, some 
of them have registers of deeds and some do not, 
while other have county assessors and others have 
none. It is all rather confusing to one traveling over 
the commonwealth, and this Is one of the reasons 
why many urge the manager system. The success 
of the proposed form, however, would depend entire- 
ly upon the person who might be chosen for that 
important position. Some cities do wonderfully well 
under managers, while others have found themselves 
worse off than they were before. 


No matter what conclusions those who are to make 


the study may arrive at and no matter what changes 
may be suggested or adopted, it is certain that con- 
ditions could not be worse than they are at pres- 
ent. 
The commissioner form has its faults and' could 


be profitably altered; but it Is not nearly so bad as 
the township system, which should be absolutely 
abolished. It is to be hoped that some county will 
soon take up the manager system, installing a man 
of the highest administrative ability at its head. It 
may be a failure, but people would like to know how 
it works.

FARMER ENTITLED TO HOME MARKET. 


DY is surprised to hear that a. number of 


the large eastern manufacturers of alcohol, all 


of whom use imported molasses and raw sugar as raw 
material as the basic ingredient of their product, 
have protested to President Roosevelt against the 
marketing agreement drafted to govern their indus- 
try under the code, which requires 90 per cent of all 
alcohol used in blending whiskey or other hard li- 
quors to be made from grain. 


It was not to be expected that these concerns, 


which draw their profits from bringing in cheap sup- 
plies from abroad, instead of using the cereals grown 
by American farmers, would feel satisfied with that 
provision. But from the standpoint of the welfare 
of domestic agriculture and the 
need of 
creating 


markets for surplus grain, the marketing agreement 
should stand as it is, regardless of their objections. 


The privilege of importing foreign molasses 
and 


sugar in quantities sufficient to manufacture 10 per 
cent of the liquor to be sold and consumed in the 
United States Is liberal enough. Any manufacturer 
who cannot or will not use corn, rye, and barley 
grown in this country to the extent of 90 per cent 
of such requirements has no right to ask special con- 
sideration. 


The government will be amply justified in stand- 


ing 
between the farmer and the big industrial 


"chiselers" that refuse to patronize the home mar- 
ket and insist on buying cheaper materials produced 
in tropical islands on such a cheap labor cost basis 
that farm products here cannot compete with them. 
This can be done effectively by retaining the code 
provision for 90 per cent grain alcohol to be used in 
the distilling industry. 


The situation here is the same as that which con- 


fronts America's dairy Industry, striving to hold Its 
own against the flood of cocoanut oil brought in from 
the South Sea islands to beat down the 
farmer's 


price for butterfat. It carries the same threat against 
our agriculture as unlimited importations of cheap 
sugar which constitute a serious"- handicap against 
the beet-growing industry in this country. 


Just now, the federal government Is engaged in an 


extensive program to assist agriculture acreage limi- 
tation agreements with farmers, who are thereby 
enabled to secure cash advances on their crops. These 
agreements cover both wheat and corn, two of the 
cereals chiefly used In making alcohol for distilling 
and commercial use. But the government cannot go 
on indefinitely paying out its own cash to finance the 
sale of farm crops. Other means must be found to 
enable the growers to get back upon their own feet 
and one of the most effective measures toward that 
end will be the preservation of the home market for 
alcohol.

These expressed the opinion 
that further advances in the gold price 
would start soon and that equities would 
also respond to the continued reports of 
Improving business and Industry. 


Some analysts, however, 
pointed 
out 


that the short Interest In stocks was still 
negligible, notwithstanding today's flurry, 
and that sponsorship seemed for the mo- 
ment to be lacking. It was also thought, 
1 nsome quarters, that the better business 
outlook may have been already discounted 
to some extent. 
With the domestic gold price again un- 


changed at $34.01 an ounce, the dollar was 
rather steady at the opening of exchange 
trading here. Sterling recovered I'.i cents 
at $5.12% and the French franc firmed 
,02',i of a cent at 6.14'/i cents. 
Intimations from Washington that the 


originally authorized $50.000,000 for tht 
RFC gold purchases had been used and 
that up to $35.000.000 of this total had 
been devoted to operations abioad, came 
somewhat of a surprise to Wall strejt 
where, it had been assumed all along, 
littlo of the metal was being bought In 
foreign markets. 


While no definite figure was given as 


to world market acquisitions, the fact that 
the RFC had made a second allocation ol 
Its notes to carry forward the gold pro- 
gram, bringing the aggregate to $75,000,000, 
led to the belief that purchases of the 
metal abroad had been much greater than 
estimated. 
Chairman Jones of the RFC 


recently stated that "about enough gold 
had been bought abroad to fill a tooth." 


In the meantime, foreign observers were 


interested in despatches from London to 
the effect that Great Britain did not plan 
any currency war with the United States: 
that dollar-pound stabilization would not 
be considered at the present rates .and 
that any effort to protect the United King- 
dom against dollar depreciation would, as 
a last resort, be made through tariff ad- 
justments.

the corn loan is the entire corn- 
hog reduction program." 


As one of the Butler county corn- 


crib inspectors. Bock has been busy 
answering questions for his neigh- 
bors about the reduction plan as 
well as the loan. Butler county 
farmers are more interested in tha 
hog reduction than the corn re- 
duction part of the corn hog con- 
tract, he says. They ask continu- 
ally about division of the corn and 
hog benefit payments and are glad 
to know that the tenant who owns 
the hogs gets all the hog benefit 
payments.Consider LaQd Use. 


Saunders county farmers are in- 
terested in use of the land taken 
out of corn and wheat under the 
two adjustment programs, Hanke 
says. They seem anxious to see the 
corn hog contract and various rul- 
ings which will tell them how the 
contract will affect their individual 
farms. 


After a short conference in com- 
mittee, W. H. Brokaw, the chair- 
man of the committee, asked H. 
O. Gould and Ralph Cole to dis- 
cuss the details of the corn hog 
situation and the preliminary plans 
for the educational program which 
is to be carried on out in the state. 
Cole showed the men 
a set of 
charts which will be used by county 
agents and emergency assistants in 
explaining the situation to farmers 
in their school hoiise meetings. 
During the afternoon, the com- 


mittee made plans for the confer- 
ence and school of county agents 
and emergency agricultural assist- 
ants who will have charge of the 
community meetings over the state 
in the next few weeks. 
With R. E. Holland and H. O. 


Gould taking general supervision 
over the state, the counties will be 
grouped in nine or ten districts, 
each with a district superintendent 
who also is an extension worker 
from thj college. In nearly every 
county—with the exception of a 
few in the sandhills—there will be 
a county agent or a special agent 
to carry on the work. Township 
committees, county committees and 
finally a state committee will check: 
the figures and make sure they 
conform with known crop statistics. 


Gould will take supervision over 
the southern tier of counties and 
the panhandle, Holland over the 
rest of the state. In the northeast- 
ern section, where most of the corn 
and hogs are grown, activity will 
be concentrated. Assistants as well 
as agents probably will act In Cus- 
ter. Lancaster and Gage counties, 
among others.

No. 77, Tawle had attempted to sell 
him a car. 
At the first crossroad south of

"missing the road." followed by the 
coupe, the driver went north a mile 
and then turned west and contin- 
ued for about a mile and a quarter, 
Towle related. 
As the driver turned the Towle 
car into a short Jane and drove 
through a clump of trees, the coupe 
stopped on the road about a block 
away, police were told. Both the 
driver and the bandit who sat in 
the rear seat, Jumped from the car 
and covering Towle with guns, ord- 
ered him to the ground. 
Towle's pockets were frisked, his 


billfold containing $25, a

practice fields, each of maximum 
width but 10 to 20 yards short of 
the regulation length. The new lay- 
out will greatly enhance the beauty 
of Memorial stadium and will be 
accomplished by pulling down the 
dirt from the hill and bringing the 
practice field to level with a re- 
taining wall to be erected close to 
the south turn of the quarter-mile 
track.Fife Into Stadium Scheme. 


This retaining wall will be erected 


with a view to fitting into the 
scheme of the stadium, structure. 
The wall will be made up of 10 ce- 
jnent steps, on which will be seats 
to accommodate more than 3,000 
spectators. The plans also call for 
room for additional bleachers at the 
top of the wall, the additions in- 
creasing the Memorial stadium seat- 
ingCapacity to 34,000 to 35,000. . 
The revamped layout will elimin- 


ate the half-curve at the start of 
the 220-yard course and probably 
will necessitate a 220-yard start in 
front of the west stands.

Paris Threatens to Boost 


Tariff on Products 


of America. 


WASHINGTON. UP). The first 


tangible result of trade barter be- 
tween the United States and liquor 
exporting nations—a tentative re- 
ciprocal agreement on increased 
French wine importations—threat- 
ened to vanish in a controversy 
ever tariff rates. The situation 
was precipitated by word the 
French minister of agriculture was 
prepared to announce a triplication 
of the import duty on American 
lard and a substantial tariff on 
apples and pears, the three Amer- 
'Ican products figuring in the nego- 
tiations between France and this 
country. 
The announcement that "a sub- 


stantial increase" above the four- 
months import quota for French 
wines had been agreed upon was 
less than twenty-four hours old 
when these 
new developments 


came to threaten the situation. The 
state 
department 
immediately 


cabled the "embassy at Paris for all 
Information on the proposed boost 
of duty against the American 
prod' its. 


Tr de negotiations with Ireland 


beaded toward clearer sailing. The 
Irish minister, Michael Macwhite, 
was authority for a statement his 
country had received an increased 
quota. In the case of Ireland, the 
market for American products was 
understood to be more directly 
linked with the liquor and beer 
export industry of that country. 
California barley was described 
as being particularly suited to the 
manufacture of Irish stout while 
grains also go into the manufac- 
ture of Irish whiskies. Norway 
also was considering joining the 
larger liquor exporting countries 
In asking for import quotas. 


French Concessions Seen. 


PARIS. UP). French concessions 


to facilitate American importation 
of apples and pears have been sent 
to Washington, it was learned. 
While the nature of the concessions 
was not revealed, official quarters 
hoped they would permit complete 
agreements on fruit quota figures 
In exchange for an increased wine 
export allotment 


The French attitude is that the 


agreement will be based on reci- 
procity and consequently there is 
no need to fear a prohibitive tariff.

.bus far to reduce the disparity, a 
actor that has set this busy capi- 
tol to wondering if some new move 
may be in process of formulation 
n the frequent conferences be- 
ween President Roosevelt and his 
monetary advisors. 


In this connection, those who 


have followed the subject closely 
are devoting some study to sugges- 
tions that the objective of a higher 
world price could be attained by 
the establishment of a fixed quo- 
ation at which the government 
would purchase all newly imported 
gold. The offer alone, some econo- 
mists say, would be sufficient to 
send the world price soaring, and 
ew if any actual purchases would 
be necessary. 
The process, they 


iay, would follow these lines: The 
RITC would offer to exchange its 
ninety day notes for newly import- 
ed gold at a rate of possibly $34.01, 
he current price of domestic gold, 
or it might start at a lower point 
and work upward. With gold sell- 
ng for less in London there would 
>e an immediate demand for large 
quantities of the metal for ship- 
ment to America. This would force 
he London price almost immedi- 
ately up to a point almost equal to 
he domestic price. The difference 
>etween the two would represent 
he cost of shipping the metal to 
New York and of insuring it while 
enroute. 
The process would work so rap- 


dly. economists said, that little if 
any gold would be bought abroad 
at a price low enough to afford the 
importer a profit. 
Consequently 


actual purchases by the govern- 
ment would be small. 


Objectors to the plan pointed out 


that the increase in the London 
fold pries would be represented 
argely by an increase in the num- 
ber of dollars and cents exchange- 
able for a pound, that is a weak- 
ening in the foreign exchange 
value of the dollar. 
They agreed, 


however, that it would have a defi- 
nite effect equivalent to decreasing 
;he dollar's gold content.

He has asked Chief of Police 
Clark of Denver to aid him in ef- 
lorts to learn whether the slain 
man was Marion Ringle, brother- 
in-law of Philip W. Waning, one of 
the four suspects in a $10,000 
Denver cafe holdup who was re- 
turned there from Omaha Satur- 
day. 


The clue which indicated the un- 


identified body might have been 
that of Ringle came in a clipping 
•noticed by Hulfish in a Denver 
newspaper recently. It was the 
first clue officers have had since 
they failed to get any response on 
bulletins explaining what possible 
aids to identification were found. 


The fire in the Nebraska school- 


house was discovered about 3:15 
a. m. Nov. 4, 1931, and about an 
hour and a half later a body was 
noticed on the floor. It was re- 
moved shortly before the one 
room frame structure collapsed.

inquest, testimony indi- 


cated the man had been shot anc 
killed. Presumably he was left in 
the schoolhouse and the

NEW YORK. UP). Representative 
'ames M. Beck, Pennsylvania, 
answered criticisms of him by 
Hugh S. Johnson, saying that he 
bought it "amazing" the Ameri- 
can people had "suffered" as "pa- 
tiently" as they had under the 
'threatening policies" of the head 
of the NRA. Beck spoke before 
he Pennsylvania society, and with 
him was Gen. W. W. Atterbury, 
jresident of the Pennsylvania rail- 
•oad, who was awarded the soci- 
ety's medal for distinguished serv- 
ce and who spoke in defense of 
capitalism. 


Beck charged that under John- 


son and President Roosevelt the 
morality of the Amreican people 
tad been debased; that American 
courage seemed to be completely 
devalued, and the people seemed to 
have forgotten the constitutional 
conception of a democratic govern- 
ment Beck said he commented on 
Johnson because "one week ago in 
his hall Johnson paid his respects 
to me." 


'Who can doubt what General 


Fohnson meant when he was trying 
;o force Henry Ford to accept the 
blue eagle, by his remarks about 
economic death as the penalty 
x x x ? What did it mean except 
ihat Mr. Ford's business was to be 
injured if not destroyed, unless he 
signed a code which concededly he 
was under no obligation to sign. 
All that saved Henry Ford from 
rreparable injury was the sense of 
fair play which still animates the 
American people." 


A thousand members of the so- 


ciety heard Beck refer to General 
Johnson as the "economic dictator 
of the United States." 


Atterbury, in defending the ten- 


ets of capitalism, said: 


"Whatever else may be said 


about capitalism, it is common 
mowledge that it has produced 
wealth in unbounded quantities. 
Evils and inequities in the distri- 
bution of that wealth have un- 
doubtedly arisen, but that the 
wealth has been created under the 
operation of the capitalistic im- 
pulse cannot be doubted. It is in- 
Jeed in the problem of the distri- 
bution of that wealth that the so- 
cial reformer finds bis material to 
work with. But people tell us that 
this depression has shaken the 
very basis of capitalism. I do not 
believe that It is in that disbelief 
that I have been glad to join with 
the great army of our American 
citizens who are supporting the 
policies of the president 


Concerning the monetary con- 


troversies, General Atterbury said 
"the monetary system of the coun- 
try must be one in which the peo- 
ple have absolute confidence." 
That means, he said, "there can be 
no printing of paper money anc 
nothing done that will impair the 
honesty 
and soundness of the 
American dollar."

Highway Work Completed or 


Under Contract Now To 


tab $7,095,000. 


Federal funds enabled Nebraska 


to keep its road construction pro- 
gram going at high speed during 
L933 hi spite of sharp declines in 
gasoline tax and license fee re- 
ceipts, especially the latter. 


With $7,095,000 worth of work 


complete or under contract, State 
Engineer Cochran said Saturday 
that practically all the rest of the 
federal funds available would be 
contracted for by the end of the 
year. 
The result of these expenditures, 


Cochran said, will be the comple- 
5on of 111 miles of pavement, 
:wenty-two of bituminous mat, 
28$ of gravel, 326 of resurfacing 
gravel, and 420 of grading, as well 
as 149 bridges and three over- 
passes, when the work for which 
contracts have been let has been 
finished. 


These 
figures are 
somewhat 


lower than a year ago when on 
Jan. 1 he announced that 158 
miles of pavement, 210 of bitumi- 
nous mat and 584 of gravel had 
been placed under contract That 
however, was a few weeks later in 
the season. 


With the projects complete, Ne- 
braska's 7,825 miles of highway 
system will be made up in this 
manner: 


Pavement 816 miles, bituminous 


mat 416 miles, gravel 5,779 miles, 
graded but unsurfaced 814 miles. 


In the $7,095,500 spent or con- 


tracted to date was $5,288,800 of 
federal money and $1,806,700 of 
state funds. 


"The large mileage of graveled 
roads," he said, "shows the contin- 
ued efforts to give all weather 
road service to all communities as 
fast as is possible, replacing this 
type of surfacing with either pave- 
ment or concrete or equivalent 
bituminous mat pavement as fast 
as conditions warrant and funds 
will permit 


"Even with some delays occa- 


sioned by the necessity of rejecting 
bids and some delay due to right o] 
way difficulties, Nebraska has 
ranked among the first few states 
(ranging from first to fifth place 
during the fall) in the percentage 
of total road program construc- 
tions. 


"Out of the total program we 


have placed under construction to 
date 64 percent and by the end ol 
this month it is expected this per- 
centage will be increased to ap- 
proximately 77. We expect to gel 
under contract practically all o: 
the balance of the work embracec 
in our federal air road program." 


The federal aid available for Ne- 


braska is $7,828,961. 
Cochran 


noted that road maintenance was 
held to the lowest level possible 
this year and cost only $1,445,381 
during the period from Jan. 1 to 
Oct 1, compared with $2,640,546 
during the same period of 1932. 


Gasoline tax collections for the 


first eleven months of 1933 totaled 
$6,970,463 against $7.216.363 last 
year. The number of automobiles 
registered fell off from 392.347 
during- the eleven months in 1932 
to 390,477 in 1933. 


Largely because of a sharp cut 


in fees, the license revenue dropped 
from $3,349,152 during the first 
eleven months of 1932 to $1,633,- 
530 in 1933.

Charlie Johnson. The Negro at- 
torney, C. H. Houston, pointed but 
Crawford had placed the blame 
for slaying Mrs. Ilsley on Johnson 
and that, if he were executed, the 
other Negro never could be con- 
victed. Johnson, who is at large, 
was accused by Crawford in a con- 
fession admitted as evidence as be- 
ing the actual killer of Mrs. Ilsley 
and her maid, Mrs. Mina Buckner, 
when they entered the former's 
cottage Jan. 13, 1932, for the pur- 
pose of robbery. 


Crawford was arrested in Mas- 
sachusetts last spring and fought 
extradition. The late Federal Judge 
James A. Lowell of Boston granted 
his freedom thru a writ of habeas 
corpus. The jurist said there was 
no use sending him to Virginia for 
trial because the case in event of 
conviction would be reversed by 
the supreme court on grounds that 
Negroes were barred from juries. 
His decision was reversed by the 
federal court of appeals and in Oc- 
tober the supreme court refused to 
review it.

CHRISTMAS ORATORIO, 'THE 
MESSIAH* 


Sunday, nearly two centuries 


after Handel completed his "Mes- 
siah," 300 choral union singers 
from Lincoln and the University 
of Nebraska will present this fa- 
mous composition from the stage 
of the coliseum at 3 o'clock. Since 
its first presentation in 1742 at 
Dublin, Ireland, innumerable chor- 
uses over the world have carried 
its melody from Christmas to 
Christmas, until it is almost a part 
of the holiday season. 
Handel's "Messiah" is the story 


of the redemption of the human 
race to God, aa told in music. It is 
divided into three parts. The first 
expresses 
the 
longing 
of the 


world, the promise of the Savior's 
coming, and closes with the an- 
nouncement of the birth; the sec- 
ond is devoted to the sufferings, 
death and exaltation of Christ; 
while the third tells of the tri- 
umphs of Christian faith, the as- 
surance of immortality, the resur- 
rection of the dead, and closes with 
the triumphal song of the re- 
deem*! 
Whenjt was finished by Handel 


Sept. 14, 1741, only twenty-three 
days had been required in its 
writing. Taken from the scrip- 
tures, the text had been selected 
and arranged for the composer by 
his intimate friend, Charles Jen- 
nens. During Handel's life the 
"Messiah" was presented thirty- 
four tunes, but never on a scale to 
show its worth or the purpose of 
the man until twenty-five years 
after his death in 1784 when a 


huge chorus and orchestra pro- 
duced it at the Handel commem- 
oration hi Westminster Abbey. 


Now for the thirty-eighth con- 


secutive year the University of 
Nebraska will'" present it to Lin- 
coln. Mrs. Carrie Belle Raymond 
directed it for three decades, and 
after her death, Howard Kirkpat- 
rick, director of the university 
school of music, has conducted it. 


Until last year university people 


made up the chorus. The director 
was authorized to augment the 
group with other Lincoln singers. 
Members of the organization are 
chosen by invitation, and for eight 
weeks these 300 people have been 
practicing on the performance. 
Solo parts will be sung by Velma 
Lyon, soprano, Kansas City; Syl- 
via Cole Diers, contralto, univer- 
sity school of music; Parvin Witte, 
tenor, school of music; and Carl 
Nelson, bass, Chicago.

BOLLEN 
CHARGES 'DECEIT' 


Piles Dissenting Opinion in 


Ord Telephone Case. 


Charging his two colleagues had 


left a "slimy trail of deceit" in 
the Ord telephone rate case now 
before the supreme court, Railway 
Commissioner Bollen filed a for- 
mal dissenting opinion, nearly six 
months after the case had been 
passed upon by the commission. 


In this case the commission sup- 


posedly ordered lower rates after 
taking into consideration the value 
of service, whereas the courts have 
held previously that only the val- 
uation of public utility property 
should be considered. The appeal 
filed in the case by the Nebraska 
Continental Telephone company 
which owns the Ord exchange 
stood a fair chance, therefore, of 
establishing important precedent. 


Bollen, a proponent of the "value 


of service" theory, wrote in his 
dissenting opinion: 


"I can reach no other conclu- 


sion 
than 
that 
Commissioner 


Hugh Drake designedly and Com- 
missioner Charles Randall unwit- 
tingly attempted to enter an or- 
der, and then proceeded to drive a 
harpoon into their own order for 
the purpose of destroying their 
own child or having the same re- 
versed by the supreme court. They 
would then be able to say .that 
Bollen's new theory, to wit 'the 
value of service factor,' had not 
been sustained by the supreme 
court. I cannot do otherwise than 
condemn such procedure." 


He said that in his opinion the 


order was not valid and that the 
commission should "dismiss" the 
appeal to the supreme court

By the time I resigned as direc- 


tor of prohibition, on the last day 
of March. 1933, it was already ap- i 
parent that repeal was fast ap-! 
preaching. The great majority of 
citizens had concluded it was a 
failure and hid determined to vote 
for repeal. In a little over a decade | 
the 
eighteenth 
amendment 4as 


been repealed with an enthusiasm 
perhaps equal to that with which 
It was adopted. 


Under the new amendment, how- 


ever, the transportation of liquor 
into dry states "is still prohibited 
and the federal government retains I 
its complete power to tax it. Under ' 
this power the government could, 
conceivably, control it as com- 
pletely as it does narcotic drugs. 
Thus a startling change has taken 
place in the public's opinion of 
prohibition. It may be evidence of 
a fundamental change in our think- 
ing. One may hear any time that 
prohibition has caused an increase 
in drinking, particularly among 
women and young people. Some 
people will say that it has caused 
a general loosening of public man- 
ners. 
I could grant that these 


things have been happening con- 
temporaneously with prohibition, 
and not be sure that prohibition 
is the cause. 
For I see books 


which a few years ago the customs 
were confiscating as obscene given 
a prominent place in the booksell- 
ers' windows. 


A few years pago it was unknown 


for women to smoke in public. 
There are few large cities where 
the movies are not open on Sunday. 
I am beginning to think that 


many writers of plays and books 
have concluded that sex is the only 
emotion that is worthy of a place 
In literature and art. so powerful 
has been the influence of the ex- 
cellent Freud. 
It seems to me that I remember 


when men and boys were volun- 
teering to give their lives to make 
the world safe for democracy and 
a great president was speaking of 
the "privilege of spending one's 
blood in a common cause." Now 
some of the privilegees are hag- 
gling over how much in dollars 
they shall be compensated for their 
effort, and nearly all of us are 
gaggling- with our former allies as 
to how much of the money we so 
gallantly poured out to them 
should be repaid. 


The Pendulum Swings On. 


The pendulum has simply swung 


away from idealism and enthus- 
iasm to reality, from form to sub- 
stance. Prohibition, which could 
not succeed without enthusiasm 
and self denial, has no chance in 
a decade of stark reality. I do not 
mean to say there are not more 
specific reasons for the shift of 
opinions away from prohibition. A 
favorable public opinion was pecul- 
iarly necessary for it. It is not the 
criminal courts with their rather 
pitiful inefficiency that make most 
of us respect the property laws. 
In prohibition there are two factors 
—supnly of liquor and demand for 
it. Law officers and courts can 
affect the supply. They cannot di- 
rectU* affect the demand. 
This demand was substantial 


and respectable. It was not like 
the demand for a salacious show. 
Thousands of people believed as 
sincerely that liquor in moderation 
•was not harmful as did those who 
thought that a single drop was 
poison. So there was never a 
united public opinion that would 
operate in any effective way to 
lessen the demand. 


Causes for Shift Listed. 


As specific causes for the shift 


of public opinion against prohibi- 
tion I would list: 


1. Brutal methods nf force agents- This

tag. I think this Is the 'strongest single 
factor. 
10. Lack ot state co-operation. 
This 
hindered enforcement and gave weight to 
the argument that it could not be en- 
forced. Poor state co-operation, of course, 
reflected the condition of local opinion. 
11. The antiprohibition organizations. 
Those headed by Captain stayton and par- 
ticularly the "woman's organization headed 
by Mrs. Sahin. It is women who nave 
changed most in the last decade. I think 
the secret of the influence of Mrs. Sabin's 
group lay in the appeal that it was the 
correct thing to be antiprohibition. 
12. The movies. These are the real 
moulders of our thoughts and manners.

In all the discouragements of the 
past two years it never faltered. 
What we lacked were allies to

the little entente—Yugoslavia and 
Romania—emerged from a series 
of conferences to declare destruc- 
tion of the League of Nations 
would open the doors to war. They 
made it clear any disarmament ne- 
gotiations with Germany and the 
five members of the united front 
would have to be carried on thru 
the channels of the league at Ge- 
neva. 


They said that even tho the 


fundamentals of the league might 
be a fragile support for peace, they 
had been erected painfully and 
must be maintained. Paal-Bon- 
cour, speaking for his government, 
said. "We will be the last nation in 
the league even if all the others 
withdraw." 


The foreign minister said France 
was willing to talk disarmament 
with Germany but. together with 
the little entente, it flatly rejected 
a separate agreement. "The final 
result must come from Geneva," he 
said. " Now that the ties between 
France and the little entente ap- 
pear definitely solid, Paul-Boncour 
is expected to go to Warsaw to 
solidify the co-operative policy 
with Poland.

nearby is used as a basis for com- 
puting the amount of the tax reim- 
bursement to counties out of school 
apportionment funds. 


In 1933, 46,663,197 acres of 


deeded lands were assessed at 
51,148.126,823, an average assessed 
valuation of S24.60 per acre.

the same time 1,587,060.43 acres of 
state school lands were standing at 
an appraised value of 56,292,502.21 
or only S3.96 per acre.

Plock, Kulper and Jensen 


of Lincoln Awarded

The 1933 season in Nebraska high 
school football circles was a great 
year for youngsters and the annual 
Roll of Honor announced today in 
the Lincoln Journal and Star rep- 
resents a new crop in Cornhusker 
prep circles. 
The campaign just closed has 
been intensely interesting. Each 
week brought the downfall of some 
regional or conference champion 
and when the Thanksgiving finale 
rolled around a score or more teams 
were clamoring for state recogni- 
tion. 
The season had been under way 
scarcely more than a week before 
fans realized there would be many 
new names flashed across the prep 
horizon during the football months 
This was hinted first when gossip 
from the training quarters told of 
heavy losses through graduation. 
Stars of the previous year had 
passed on and. for the most part. 
thry moved to the University of 
Nebraska campus where the Corn- 
husker frosh squad was touted the 
best in recent years. 


New Stars Predominate. 


This year's Roll presents a dil- 
ferent pict'.ue. Last December, 76 
athletes were singled out for spe- 
cial recognition when the season 
closed, and thero were many re- 
peat selections from the previous 
season. This year there are only 
four reneaters. the smallest group 
to Honor Roll records — Robert 
Daley, Creighton Prep, Cecil Dodd 
of Gothenburg, Vic Dormer, Have- 
lock. and Bill Kulper, Lincoln. 


The 1933 Honor list has several 
distinctions. 
First, it is the result ol a poll ot 
more than 400 coaches, leading ol- 
flcials &nd close observers of the 
prep sport. 
Second, the 54 athletes represent 


the smallest Roll in recent years. 
Third, tftese more than 400 scouts 
submitted nearly 700 names as 
worthy of consideration. 
Fourth, the Roll of Honor in- 
cludes manv junior athletes, fore- 
casting a bumper fear for high 
school football in 1934.

American team—t h e eleven out- 
standing players of the country's 
fastest football league—is named 
Sunday by the United Press. Four 
players each from the Chicago 
Bears and the Portsmouth Spar- 
tans and one each from the Bos- 
ton Redskins, New York Giants 
and Green Bay Packers are named 
on the first team. 
The squad was selected with the 


aid of four of the National Profes- 
sional league's coaches. They were 
George Halas, Chicago Bears, Cur- 
ley Lambeau of Greea Bay, Paul 
Schissler, Chicago Cardinals, and 
Lone Star Dietz of Boston. 


The first team's line will aver- 


age 220 pounds and despite its bulk 
contains four of the fastest men in 
the professional league. 
Bill Hewitt 
of the Chicago 


Bears, hawklike end, was named 
as the greatest player in the 
league by al the coaches. His in- 
spired play brought the Bears from 
behind to win several of their 
games in the last few minutes of 
play. He has no superior in foot- 
ball in smashing down interference 
and breaking up the opposition's 
attack before it gets to the line of 
scrimmage. 
He and Ebding, the 


other end, are two of the outstand- 
ing pass receivers in the league. 


Mammoth Tackles. 


Two of the giants 'of the league 


were named at tackles—Cal Hub- 
bard, who weighs 265, and George 
Cristensen of Portsmouth, who 
weighs 242. For many years Hub- 
bard has been one of the hardest 
linesmen in footoall to take out in 
play and the collapse of the Pack- 
ers this year was in no way due 
to Hubbard's play. 


The center of the line is made up 


of Grover Emerson, one of the 
lightest and scrappiest players in 
the professional 
game at one 
guard; Joe Kopcha, a strong, fast 
and aggressive type of player at 
the other and Ookie Miller, who 
has never been outplayed at cen- 
ter.In the backfield Presnell, Bat- 
tles, Strong and Nagurski com- 
bine every offensive weapon known 
to football.

Sterling, after ad- 
vancing nearly 2 cents, retained 
only 3-4 cent of its rise, finishing 
at $5.12.

The London gold 
price persistently hovers about §2 
under that fixed by Washington,"a 
circumstance which has attracted 
considerable notice.

be surprising in view of the greater 
activity in public works and other 
projects which promise to give 
orders to this important industry.

Referring to Van Der Lubbe, a 


young brickmason who insisted he 
set the fire alone, Dimitroff as- 
serted:

choice, 
Dimitroff 
declared,

"This is evi- 
dence," said Hugh S. Johnson, "of 
the support of the consumers, for 
the defaulting firms have found it 
impossible to do business profit- 
ably without the insignia." 


In a statement he presented

The Grand National Congress 


of the United States Bridge As- 
sociation, scheduled to be held 
in Xe~s- York City the week be- 
ginning January S, will, for the 
first time in the history of 
Bridge, 
bring 
together 
the 


strongest players from all sec- 
tions of the United States. The 
U. S. B. A. has made eligible 
holders of title events conducted 
by other organizations, such as 
the American Whist League and 
the American Bridge League. In 
addition to this, however, 
through a series of city and re- 
gional elimination contests, the 


" Association 
has 
provided 
for 


bringing to New York the strong- 
est players of every section of 
the United States. These players 
will compete in team-of-foar and 
pair contests to determine who 
are actually the best Bridge 
players under the test of tourna- 
ment play. 


I myself will be greatly sur- 


prised if this tournament does 
not, as did the last Yanderbilt 
Cup event, provide many upsets 
and perhaps further wounds to 
the vanity of New York Bridge 
players. 
In fact, I am almost 


certain that some unknown pair, 
so far as New York is concerned, 
will furnish the outstanding in- 
terest in the tournameat. 


Wbatever the result of the 


contest may be, it is, in my judg- 
ment, the greatest step forward 
that has been taken in national 
Bridge competition, as the or- 
ganization of the Schwab Cop 


matches was in international 
competition- 
The former so- 


called 
national contests have 


brought together tbe same little 
group of players from New York, 
Philadelphia. Cleveland, 
occa- 


sionally Chicago, and even more 
rarely Boston. 
These players, 


ignoring the rest of the great 
country, have assumed to settle 
the national championship, and 
national champions under this 
system have become so numer- 
ous that it requires column after 
column in a newspaper to enu- 
merate them.

After 
North bids two notromp. South 
has a right to assume that lie 
has sufficient diamonds to assure 
the solidity of that suit. Appar- 
ently he also holds some strength 
in spades, aad when th» later 
bidding discloses that the part- 
nership holds all the Aces, the 
contract for a Grand Slam does 
not appear unreasonably high. 
Certainly, when West doubles 
the Grand Slam contract, North's 
Redouble must come as a mat- 
ter of coarse, because in view of 


Sooth's seven-diamond bid. the 
Knave of diamonds with two 
others must solidify the diamond 
suit, and North's spade King 
should assure that no spade 
tricks will be lost. 


Mr. Benson points out that 


•when West, against the Grand 
Slam contract, opened the heart 
King, South had three choices 
as to the method of play. 
He 


could trump a spade ic the Dum- 
my and finesse a club or he could 
play for a squeeze. 
The plan 


actually determined upon was 
to draw the diamonds and hope 
for a 3-2 split in spades. This, 
it was soon disclosed, would not 
work, and South, then saw that 
his only hope for success was 
either a successful finesse in 
clubs or a squeeze. 
West was 


clearly marked with the heart 
Queen, and the fact that he had 
doubled the contract of seven 
suggested the strong probability 
that he had a potential stopper 
of the club suit. He had shown 
up with the singleton spade and 
three diamonds.
